Parish Council 


(1) Annual Parish Meeting 

This was well att ded, with about 110 residents squeezed into the lounge of the 
School to hear and discuss the controversial plan for the Central Area of the Village. 

The proposal by Mr. Stephenson, seconded by Mr. Burrell, that "This Meeting 
opposes the proposal to open a Super Store in Bar Hill" was carried by 44 votes to 28. _ 
Earlier on, a motion, that "This Meeting is disturbed at the proposal to site a Super 
Store in the Village Centre" was defeated by 23 votes to 40. ‘The application to 
build a Super Store was not considered at the April meeting of the Planning Committee. 
On the Village Plan, the Chairman, Mr. Lakin, repeated that the Parish Council had 
had a meeting with the County Planners to discuss the plan; with reference to the 
displayed plan he then outlined the Council's views, which would be communicated to 
the County Planning Department. 

Finances 72/73 Income £1486; expenses £420; in hand 21066. The money in hand 
is the first instalment to be paid for work done on the Village Green. 


(2) April Mceting 


Elm hedge alongside Phases 3 and 4: has been grubbed out and replaced by an approved & 
tree-planting scheme. Slide - finished and in use. Street name-plates - have now 


_been erected, Willage Green - conveyancing of land to the Parish Council now under _ 
waye Concessionary Bus Fares - details available from the Clerk. Central Area - 
work on paths, lights, etc. awaiting agreement on the planning application. 
Meeting with Youth Organisations - Youth Clubs could cope with the present level of 
demand, but the uniformed organisations were over-subscribed and facing the need 
for space in which to operate. Rubbish Tip - the Developers are very concerned at 
the misuse of the present site. Street Map - one is to be placed on the outside wall 
of the Information Centre.

Election of Parish Councillors, June 1973 Nomination papers can be obtained by anyone 
wishing to stand for the two newly-created seats on the Council from cither: 
The Returning Officer, Chesterton RDC, Great Eastern House, Tenison Road, Cambridge; 
or from myself, at 2 Acorn Avenue. The forms to be completed by the candidate must 
re returned to Chesterton RDC by 12th May 1973. 

A candidate is qualified if he is a British Subject or Irish Citizen, 21 years 
of age, and is either an elector of the Parish or has during the whole of the preceding 
12 months occupied land as owner or tenant in it, or worked there, or resided in or 
within three miles of it. The Nomination Paper must contain particulars of the 
Candidate together with those of his proposer and seconder.
